Claim 1 has been amended and non-elected 23-24 have been canceled as follows: 

Claim 1 . (Currently Amended) An antenna comprising a layer of a single 
photoconductive material and a plurality of spaced apart electrodes provided on said 
photoconductive material layer , each electrode having at least one facing edge which 
faces a facing edge of an adjacent electrode, a physical barrier being provided abutting a 
facing edge of at least one electrode, said barrier extending to at least the full height of 
said facing edge, wherein the facing edge of the at least one electrode is provided within 
a recess of the surface of said layer of photoconductive material such that said barrier is 
formed from said layer of single photoconductive material, said recess including side- 
walls formed from said photoconductive material, and one of said side-walls of said 
recess providing said barrier.

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The cited art of record fails to teach an antenna comprising a layer of a single 
photoconductive material and a plurality of spaced apart electrodes provided on said 
photoconductive material layer, a physical barrier being provided abutting a facing edge of at 
least one electrode, said barrier extending to at least the full height of said facing edge, wherein 
the facing edge of the at least one electrode is provided within a recess of the surface of 
said layer of photoconductive material such that said barrier is formed from said 
single photoconductive material, and said recess including side-walls formed from said 
photoconductive material as defined in claim 1 .
